Mr.‘  Chairman,  Ladies  & Centlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  ^innual  Report  for  the  year 

1964. 


The  high  standard  of  health  of  the  community  is  made  manifest 
by  even  a cursory  glance  at  the  statistics  on  the  following  pages. 

The  general  state  of  cleanliness  of  the  town  has  been  satisfactory  and 
the  food  premises  are  kept  at  a reasonably  hygienic  standing,  although 
in  some  cases,  there  is  a tendency  to  put  too  much  food  on  open  display 
without  adequate  protection. 

In  1964  there  was  but  one  proven  case  of  food  poisoning  and,  in 
this  case,  the  disease  whs  probably  contracted  by  a visitor  before 
arrival  in  Cromer. 

The  very  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  noteworthy  and 
there  is  a high  incidence  of  protection,  certainly  among  the  younger 
element,  of  the  population,  against  diseases  for  which  a vaccine  is 
available. 

It  is  of  merit  that  in  these  years  of  crowded  summer  beaches 
where  many  have  been  permitted  to  become  contaminated  by  sewage,  Cromer 
has  achieved  a position  among  those  towns  which  continue  to  maintain  a 
satisfactory  standard.

The  Cromer  Birth  Rate  is  still  below  the  National  figure  which, 
incidently,  is  the  highest  annual  rate  since  1947 » but  I964  did 
show  an  increase  over  the  average  rate  for  the  preceding  five 
year  period  which  was  I4.2. 


This  apparent  low  Birth  Rate  is,  in  the  main,  due  to  the  age 
grouping  of  the  population.  In  the  Urban  District  9.6?b  of  the 
female  population  is  in  the  age  group  20  to  29  years,  while  the 
National  figure  for  this  group  is  11.7?^.  The  Camparability 
factor  of  1.15  does  not  fully  take  this  difference  into  account. 

There  were  seven  illegitimate  births,  which  gives  quite  a high 
rate  of  almost  lOfo  of  all  live  births  In  the  preceding  5 years 
there  were  25  illegitimate  births  out  of  a total  of  ,309  live 
births,  a percentage  of  6.4. 


There  were  2 stillbirths,  a rate  of  28  per  1,000  total  births. 

No  death  occurred  in  the  case  of  an  infant  in  the  first  year  of 
life  and,  in  the  past  5 years,  there  have  only  been  2 deaths  of 
infants  in  this  age  group,  and  Infantile  mortality  rate  of  6.4 
per  1,000  live  births.  The  National  rate  in  I964  was  21.7  per 
1,000  live  births.

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  similar  to  the  National  figure  and, 
as  would  be  expected  in  a community  wit|i  a high  average  age  of 
population,  by  far  the  commonest  cause  of  death  is  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
this  cause  v?as  49  or  50%  of  all  deaths. 


The  average  age  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  71  years  for  males 
and  75  years  in  respect  of  females,  and  57%  of  all  deaths  occurred 
after  the  age  of  75  years.

Although  the  fatality  rate  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  now  very 
low,  over  the  past  six  years  there  have  not  been  any  deaths  caused 
by  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  disease  is  still  with  us  and  there 
are  still  25  known  cases  in  the  Urban  District.  In  skin  testing 
of  school  children  at  the  age  of  13  years,  it  is  still  evident  that 
about  20^  of  these  children  have  already  acquired  tuberculosis 
infection.

It  is  now  generally  the ‘policy  to  vaccinate  children  toward  the  end  of  the 
first  year  or  in  the  second  year  of  life  and  of  the  585  children  who  reached 
the  age  of  two  years  in  1964?  262  had  been  vaccinated,  157  were  protected 
under  the  age  of  one  year  in  1965?  aj^id  105  between  the  age  of  one  and  two 
years  in  1964*  This  is  a 7C^  protection  rate  and,  in  these  days,  when 
smallpox  is  fortunately  an  infrequent  occurrence  in  this  country,  this  is  a 
very  satisfactory  rate.

In  the  area  3^9  children  were  bom  in  19^3 • Of  these  l6  had  completed 
the  course  in  19^3 > and  254  completed  the  course  in  1964*  In  all,  270 
or  76^  of  these  children  were  immunised.  Each  year  about  50  children  in 
their  second  year  are  immunised,  which  means  that  there  is  almost  a 905^ 
protection  rate  in  the  first  two  years. 

Children  of  school  age  receive  a fourth  or  re-inforcing  dose  of  the  vaccine 
and,  of  the  329  children  aged  five  years  attending  government  schools,  280 
have  been  immunised,  238  in  1964»  and  42  who  were  at  school  before  their 
fifth  birthday  in  1963 . ibnong  the  15^  who  were  not  immunised  are  those  who 
had  the  primary  course  later  in  life,  and  will  receive  the  booster  dose  as 
six  or  seven  year  olds. 

The  effects  of  this  high  protection  rate  are  evident  in  that  the  last  case 
of  poliomyelitis  reported  was  in  1959 > and  the  National  figure  continues 
to  fall,  but  the  recent  outbreak  of  this  disease  in  Blackburn  emphasises 
the  necessity  of  maintaining  a high  protection  rate.

The  earliest  age  at  which  a child  will  complete  the  course  is  six  months, 
so  only  those  children  born  before  1st  July,  19^4 » will  be  included  in  the 
f:igu.re  of  125  immunisations  given  before  the  age  of  one  year.  432  school 
children  between  the  age  of  five  and  fourteen  years  were  given  either  the 
primary  course  or  re-inforcing  dose.

Of  the  517  children  under  the  age  of  five  who  were  immunised,  315  completed 
the  course  in  their  first  two  years  of  life. 

A good  rate  of  protection  of  school  children  was  maintained  and  568  school 
childred  either  received  the  primaiy  course  of  the  booster  inoculation.  iiS 
ea,ch  child  should  have  a booster  dose  every  five  years,  this  figure  of  568  is 
a good  proportion  of  the  total  school-going  population  of  2,800. 

i'vfter  a full  primary  course  of  tetanus  toxoid,  a useful  level  of  immunity 
persists,  and  may  be  permanent  in  many  subjects.  A re-inforcing  dose  given 
every  five  yea,rs  will  invariably  maintain  a satisfactory  level  of  protection; 
two  or  three  such  doses  usually  suffice  for  life,  hence  it  is  desirable  to  give 
children  the  primary  dose  in  infancy  with  booster  doses  at  5)10  and  15  years. 


GENERii.L  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HUILTH  SERVJCE . 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  services  provided  by  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  1946,  the  Cromer  Urban 
District,  the  Sheringham  Urban  District  and  the  Erpingham  Rural  District  are 
combined  to  form  County  Area  No.  2.  These  services  include  midwifery,  the  care 
of  mothers  and  young  children,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  home  nursing, 
mental  health,  prevention  of  illness  (care  and  after-care)  home  helps  and  the 
ambulance  service. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  district  is  served  by  eleven  District  Nurse/Midwives,  many  of  whom  are  also 
qualified  Health  Visitors.  The  area  between  Cromer  and  Sheringham  also  enjoys 
the  services  of  a full  time  Health  Visitor.

The  Clinic  at  Sheringham  on  the  first  Tuesday  and  at  Cromer  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month  is  attended  by  the  Medical  Officer.  The  Medical  Officer  also  attends 
the  Clinic  each  month  at  Giraingham,  Mundesley,  Matlaske  and  Overstrand. 

All  children  under  five  years  of  age  are  visited  regularly  in  their  homes  by  the 
Health  Visitor,  who  takes  over  from  the  midwife  when  the  baby  is  two  weeks  old. 
Children  of  five  years  and  over  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Nurse. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  by  the  General  Practitioners. 
Sessions  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis  are  arranged  at  Clinics,  Schools  and 
General  Practitioners'  surgeries. 

School  Medical  Service. 

This  takes  up  a considerable  amount  of  time  as  every  one  of  the  24  schools  in  the 
area  is  visited  annually  and  on  these  occasions  a systematic  examination  of  all 
children  in  the  appropriate  age  group  is  carried  out.  They  are  seen  during  their 
first  year  at  school,  at  10  years  of  age  and  before  leaving!  if  any  defects  are 
discovered  they  are  referred  for  treatment  or  investigation.  Children  in  whom 
there  is  thought  to  be  a need  for  supervision  are  seen  every  year.  Apart  from 
the  routine  visits,  many  special  visits  to  schools  are  made  for  such  purposes  as 
immunisation,  mental  ascertainment,  examination  v?hen  transport  to  school  is 
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believed  necessary,  and  so  on.  The  vision  and  hearing  af  all  pupils  is 
tested  at  eight  yep.rs  of  age  as  a routine. 

General  Welfare.

AMUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEilR  1964 


To  the  iaembers  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitaiy  conditions  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  during  the  year  19^4 > which 
was  my  third  year  of  service  with  your  council.  As  my  public  health  duties  are 
so  integrated  with  my  other  duties  of  Surveyor,  Water  Manager  and  the  many 
others  connected  with  a progressive  and  busy  seaside  resort,  the  report  must 
trespass  somewhat  beyond  the  public  health  aspect. 

Duties  connected  with  the  attaining  of  good  public  health 
standards  could  never  be  exhaused,  but  one  is  obliged  to  use  the  limited  time 
which  is  available  for  these  duties  to  the  best  advantage.  All  complaints  are 
investigated  and  all  fooa  premises,  shops,  hotels,  cafes  and  factories  have 
been  inspected  at  least  once  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  council 
for  the  temporary  additional  assistance  I was  given  with  regard  to  the  initial 
inspections  following  the  registration  of  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  19^3 • Most  of  these  premises  have  now  been  visited,  the 
relevant  particulars  have  been  recorded  and  notices  of  defects  found  sent  to 
the  owners.  As  many  of  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act  will  soon  be  coming  into 
force,  it  will  be  necessary  to  arrange  for  further  inspections  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  law. 

The  year  was  one  of  steady  progress.  Two  new  industries  viz. 

T.V.  Manufacturing  and  Nylon  Spinning  were  welcomed  to  the  town,  work  commenced 
on  the  extension  of  sewers  to  three  new  housing  estates  and  on  the  alleviation  of 
flooding,  the  Norwich  Road  Improvement  Scheme  between  Roughton  Road  and  Vicarage 
Road  was  completed,  a new  block  comprising  7 chalets  and  a beach  shop  was 
erected  at  the  Doctor's  Steps,  the  Elizabeth  Pry  pulpit  and  seat  were  restored, 
a new  access  road  was  constructed  to  the  Zoo,  the  tennis  courts  took  the  Group 
2 County  Championships  for  Ladies,  the  B.B.C.  provided  an  excellent  concert  in 
the  Pier  Pavilion,  the  Cromer  Church  housed  a bea.utiful  and  successful  Festival 
of  Flowers,  a swimming  pool  was  constructed  for  Sutherland  House  School  and  a 
new  life-boat  took  its  place  in  No.  2 boathouse,  a place  previously  occupied 
for  50  years  by  the  Harriet  Dixon  Lifeboat. 

The  public  streets,  street  lighting,  parks,  open  spaces  and 
other  local  authority  services  continued  to  be  well  maintained  to  a high 
standard.

The  slum  clearance  programme  continued  at  a steady  rate  with  the 
Woodbine  Cottage  area  being  cleaned  in  West  Street  and  the  Crescent 
Cottages  area  being  cleared  in  Surrey  Street.  Special  difficulties  still 
exist  in  the  Jetty  Street  unfit  properties,  which  are  on  the  Ministry’s 
Supplementary  List  of  Buildings  of  Special  architectura.1  or  historic 
interest,  and  improvement  or  conversion  rather  than  demolition  is 
recommended. 

Plans  were  drawn  up  for  a further  twelve  houses  and  eight  bungalows 
on  Links  Estate,  tenders  were  invited  and  the  successful  contractor 
commenced  to  the  erection  on  14th  December,  1964*  Further  development  will 
have  to  be  sited  on  the  hilly  south-west  corner  of  the  Estate  and  this 
difficult  land  will  have  to  be  surveyed  and  levelled  as  time  permits.  Mr. 
Youngman,  Deputy  Surveyor,  is  performing  the  duties  of  Clerk  of  Works, 
very  ably.

The  modernisation  scheme  for  the  remaining  54  pre-war  council  houses 
in  Connaught  Road,  Rosebery  Road,  Grove  Road  and  Cliff  Road  was  completed  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  so  the  Council  can  now  take  pride  in  having  all 
their  houses  up  to  modern  standards. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Referring  to  paragraph  6 of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/64, 
there  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  within  the  Cromer  Urban  District. 

Caravan  Sites. 

There  are  two  large  private  caravan  sites  in  very  pleasant  surroundings 
within  the  District  licenced  as  follows; - 

ROYAL  LINKS  (Mr.  S.B.S.  Blow)  - 96  caravans  for  holiday  purposes 

PINE1400D  (Mr.  Robt.  S.  Hill)  - 125  caravans  for  holiday  purposes,  with 

winter  storage  of  cara.vans  in  restricted  areas. 

Periodic  consultatiore  have  taken  place  with  regard  to  the  planning 
and  licensing  conditions  imposed,  but  I am  pleased  to  report  that  co-operation 
has  been  readily  forthcoming  from  the  owners  of  both  sites  and  that  no  great 
difficulties  have  arisen. 

Both  sites  are  very  well  conducted,  no  complaints  have  been  received 
and  few  causes  for  complaint  have  indeed  ever  been  found. 

The  Chalet  Site  in  Overstrand  Road  continued  to  develop  and  provides 
an  excellent  form  of  holiday  accoiiimo (Ration  for  a good  cla,ss  jf  holidaymaker. 

The  site,  of  course,  is  in  use  only  for  holiday  purposes.  Like  the  caravan 
sites,  very  few  complaints  are  ever  received  for  the  site  maintains  a high 
standard.  The  owners  have  co-operated  very  .well  with  regard  to  suggestions 
which  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  chalets  and 
the  landsca.ping  of  the  area. 

Sewerage  and  Sewerage  Disposal.  ' 

Generally,  the  whole  of  the  system  worked  sa,tisfactorily  during  the 
year  and  in  those  areas  where  the  capacity  of  the  sewers  was  barely  ca.pable 
of  accommoda,ting  extraordinarily  heavy  storms,  work  was  undertaken  by  H.O. 
i'lndrews,  Contra-ctors , to  lay  duplicate  sewers  of  increased  capacity. 

The  new  sewerage  system  which  was  laid  by  the  developer  in  the 
Hillside  Housing  Estate  and  which  also  now  tc?,kes  sewage  from  the  Stevens 
Road  and  Norwich  Road  houses  in  the  Erpingham  R.D.C.  area,  also  the  sewerage 
systems  laid  by  the  developers  in  the  Burnt  Hills  and  Holway  Close  Housing 
Estates  were  connected  to  the  new  Ha,ll  Road  sewer  which  joined  the  existing 
sewerage  system  at  the  V/est  Street,  Prince  of  Vales  Road  junction.  The  work 
embodied  in  the  Contract  covering  all  those  projects  was  completed  in  the 
summer  of  1965>  but  most  of  the  major  improvements  were  brought  into  use  in 
the  early  part  of  this  year.  The  improved  sewerage  system  should  now  serve 
the  District  adequately  for  many  years  to  come. 
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Large  settlement  tanks  placed  under  the  Promenade  below  the  Melbourne 
Revetment  a.re  brought  into  use  during  the  summer  months  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  this  is  one  of  the  factors  which  contributed  towards  the  Cromer 
beach  being  recently  placed  v;ithin  the  'Top  8'  of  the  whole  countiy  for  clean 
and  safe  beaches,  by  the  British  Safety  Council. 

A change  of  method  for  cleaning  those  settlement  "tanks  out  in  the  ' 
winter  was  introduced  by  the  employment  of  a private  firm  who  operated  two 
cesspool  emptying  machines.  Besides  relieving  the  towns'  workers  of  a very 
distasteful  task,  an  economy  amounting  to  about  half  of  the  cost  of  the 
previous  method  was  made. 

Of  course,  it  will  be  remembered  that  in  the  Report  on  the  Sewerage 
System  made  by  the  County  Public  Health  Engineer  over  three  years  ago, 
provision  was  made  for  the  eventual  continuous  treatment  of  the  sewage  all 
the  year  round  and  allowing  for  the  elimination  altogether  of  the  settlement 
tanks . 

Street  Cleansing. 

Street  Cleansing  was  carried  out  during  the  summer  by  5 men  and  during 
the  rest  of  the  year  by  3 men.  Street  gullies  are  cleansed  a,t  least  4 times 
per  year  under  contract.  Few  complaints  were  received  and  on  the  whole  the 
men  do  a satisfactory  job.  The  orderly  barrows  are  fast  becoming  obsolete 
and  some  may  soon  ha-ve  to  be  replaced.  The  town  has  a shortage  of  litter 
receptacles  but  if  the  Council  continue  to  purchase  a few  each  year  the 
position  should  be  improved  and  the  road  sweepers'  burdens  made  lighter.  It 
is  a great  pity  that  the  public  at  large  do  not  yet  realise  that  the  Litter 
Act  of  1958  is  still  in  operation. 

I wish  to  commend  those  shopkeepers  who  regularly  wash  and  brush  the 
pavements  in  front  of  their  shops.  The  streets  would  look  ever  so  much 
cleaner  if  all  the  other  shopkeepers  and  occupiers  of  other  business  premises 
would  follow  their  praiseworthy  example. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Household  refuse  continued  to  grow  in  bulk  during  the  year  which 
necessitated  the  use  of  both  vehicles  for  the  whole  of  the  year,  the  second 
and  smaller  vehicle  being  in  full-time  use  in  the  summer  and  in  part-time 
use  in  the  winter.  Both  vehicles  are  manned  by  exceptionally  good  crews  who 
get  through  their  work  without  fuss  or  serious  complaint.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  keep  the  vehicles  in  a thornaghly  good  roadworthy  condition,  but  it 
is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  with  the  smaller  vehicle,  although  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  provision  has  been  made  in  the  Council's  estimates 
for  the  year  I965/66,  to  have  this  uneconomic  vehicla  replaced. 

The  waste-paper  market  was  such  that  it  was  not  worth  while  to  separate 
it  from  the  refuse  or  to  make  special  collections,  for  baling  and  sale.  The 
same  conditions  applied  to  the  'tins'  market  and  although  time  was  spent  in 
flattening  these  by  means  of  a road  roller,  the  subsequent  sales  were  veiy 
disappointing  and  piles  of  tins  have  been  left  on  the  council's  hands. 
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^iTL  important  decision  was  taken  by  the  Council  in  iipril  when  it  was 
agreed  to  make  a,  charge  for  collecting  trade  refuse,  and  this  came  into 
operation  on  11th  May,  1964*  Each  business  is  allowed  one  free  bin  per  week 
but  is  charged  l/-d  per  bin  of  2^  cub.  ft,  collected  thereafter.  Also,  a 
charge  of  2/6d  per  load  is  made  at  the  tip  when  delivered  there  priva.tely, 
and  a load  is  considered  not  to  exceed  1 cub.  yd.  in  volume. 

The  method  of  disposal  was  changed  on  7th  November,  I9645  when  the 
Destructor  in  Sandy  Lane  was  taken  out  of  use  and  all  the  refuse  after  that 
date  was  dumped  in  a new  tip  at  Northrepps  Road  Old  Gravel  Pits  rented  from 
Mr.  J.J.  Gurney  at  £550  per  annum.  A system  of  'controlled  tipping'  is  being 
employed  and  must  be  rigidly  adhered  to  to  comply  with  the  public  health  and 
planning  conditions  laid  down  and  also  the  conditions  of  the  lease.  There 
has  been  veiy  little  nuisance  a,t  the  tip  as  a man  is  constantly  employed  there 
to  cover  the  refuse  as  soon  as  possible  a.fter  it  has  been  tipped  and  this  is 
supplemented  by  help  from  the  tractor  working  at  the  tip  on  an  average  of  two 
periods  per  week.  No  rodents  have  yet  been  observed;  the  tip  is  regularly 
treated  with  tip  powder  to  keep  down  the  insect  infestation.  High  fences 
have  been  erected  in  an  attempt  to  stop  the  escape  of  high-flying  papers  under 
gale  conditions,  but  any  papers  which  do  escape  are  religiously  picked  up 
again  from  the  delightful  surrounding  countryside. 

On  the  9th  March,  1964?  the  previous  Northrepps  Tip  leased  from  Major, 
icithony  Gurney,  was  finally  levelled  off  and  sown  with  barley  all  in  the  one 
day. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Generally  the  eight  blocks  of  conveniences  are  maintained  in  a clean 
and  satisfactory  manner,  especially  those  at  Runton  Road,  Bond  Street  and 
Cadogan  Road  car  park.  Recurring  spates  of  Vandalism  caused  much  unnecessary 
expense  both  in  materials  and  labour.  The  ccuncil's  attention  should  be  drawn 
to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  fabric  of  the  Melbourne  Conveniences. 

Negota,tions  are  going  on  at  present  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  bus  shelter  in  Mill  Road,  for  the  erection  of  a further  smaJl 
block  of  public  conveniences. 

suggestion  to  have  e.  block  of  toilets  on  the  Meadow  Car  Park  was 
turned  down  after  the  Coraraittee  had  visited  the  proposed  site. 

During  the  sea,son,  a retired  carpenter  was  employed  for  a short  time 
every  day  to  keep  the  coin-locks  in  good  repair  and  it  is  believed  that  some 
savings  were  made  by  the  adoption  of  this  procedure.  Generally,  the  coin 
locks  are  in  a poor  state  mafnly  due  to  the  effects  of  vandalism,  but  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  it  is  now  council  policy  to  keep  a few  spare  locks  in 
stock. 


In  response  to  a Ministry  circular  a,sking  Local  Authorities  to  improve 
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the  facilities  in  their  public  conveniences,  the  council  agreed  to  adopt  the 
principle  of  free  hand-washing  and  to  introduce  free  paper  towels  into  all  their 
conveniences.  Previously,  only  certain  conveniences  where  pre-payment  was 
necessary  were  provided  with  a towel-flow  type  of  machine,  which  unfortunately 
is  costly  to  maintain  and  has  its  limitatiore  in  busy  conveniences. 

Public  Nuisances, 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  51  cases  which  normally  resulted  in  the 
abatement  of  the  nuisance,  including  the  noise  from  milk  crates,  smoke  from 
Incinerator  chimneys,  unsatisfactory  toilet  facilities  in  public  houses,  and 
accummulation  of  rubbish. 

No  statutory  action  was  required.  It  was  again  necessary  to  send 
letters  to  "the  fishing  boat  owners  appealing  for  cleanliness  at  the  foot  of 
the  gangway,  but  I a.m  sorry  to  report  tha.t  generally  little  co-operation  comes 
from  this  fraternity. 

A large  proportion  of  the  complaints  my  department  is  called  upon  to 
investigate  need  never  arise  if  good  neighbourly  relations  were  maintained. 

Inspection  of  Meat  and  other  foods. 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  within  the  Urban  District,  but  occasionally 
it  is  necessary  to  issue  condemnation  certificates  in  respect  of  meat  which  has 
gone  bad  in  the  butcher's  premises  or  may  have  been  imported  in  an  unfit  state. 

A deal  of  work  is  also  involved  in  inspecting  other  foods  which  are 
suspect  in  other  food  shops,  and  to  cover  the  cost  of  administration,  the 
council  charges  2/-d  for  each  certificate  issued. 

In  all,  99  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  involving  the 
following  weights  of  food  either  condemned  or  surrendered  voluntarily.

A full  round  of  inspections  were  made  to  those  premises,  hut  much 
systematic  inspection  is  still  required  for  it  is  obvious  that  some 
Purveyors  are  still  not  fully  aware  of  their  obligations  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  Contraventions  or  deficiencies  were  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  as  as  necessary,  but  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  any 
particular  case.  During  the  time  of  the  typhoid  outbreak  in  Aberdeen,  visits 
were  made  to  all  the  :5'Ood  premises  in  the  town,  47  in  number,  to  check  on  all 
stocks  of  6 lbs  tins  containing  Corned  Beef. 

I was  relieved  to  find  that  no  suspected  mea,t  ha,d  found  its  way  to 

Cromer! 
yJater  Supply . 

The  main  source  of  water  supply  continues  to  be  from  Ilotton, 

185, 644 >000  gallons  having  been' piompcd  from  this  source  during  the  year  I964, 
an  . increase  of  10,134,000  gallons  over  the  previous  year  1965»  The  water  is 
pumped  from  two  24"  boreholes,  of  wlr^ich  the  potential  yield  is  72,000  gallons 
per  hour  on  a I6  hou?  day.  A chemical  analysis  of  this  water  was  given  in 
detail  in  a previous  report. 

The  only  treatment  given  to  this  water  is  chlorination  and  'Calgon' 
Threshold  Treatment.  Ten  samples  wore  taken  throughout  the  year  for  bacter- 
iological examination,  and  all  gave  a 'Nil'  bacterial  count. 

The  summer  water  supply  is  augmented  by  water  pumped  from  the 
Houghton  Road  12"  borehole,  7,605,000  gallons  having  been  pumped  from  this 
source  during  the  year  I964,  1,755,000  ga,llons  less  than  for  the  year  1965* 
The  potential  yield  of  this  borehole  is  probably  about  12,000  gallons  per 
hour,  n Chemical  analysis  of  this  vmter  was  also  detailed  in  a previous 
report . 


Thanks  to  en  agreement  with  the  ii^rpingham  R.D.C.  whereby  they  supplied 
part  of  Overstrand  there  were  no  complaints  of  scarcity  from  that  area.  This 
auxiliary  supply  was  turned  on  from  17th  July,  I964  to  7th  September,  I964,  and 
613,000  gallons  passed  through  the  meter.

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Over  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  an  almost  continuous  rise 
in  consumption  amounting  to  approx.  5^  per  annum.
